NEW BRIDGE

"The Plans of the Passenger
and Power Company.

PUT CARS TO 7TH STREET

Will Bring Them from Petersburg to

the Very Heart of the City.Various
Propositions Now Being

Considered.

rfflio Vlrglnla Passonger and Power
Company now has under consldoratlon
tho advisabllity of constructing a new
bridgre ovor Jamcs Rivor from Rlchmond
to Manchester, on whlch it is proposed
to run the Petersburg trolley oors into
Rlchmond. Much headway has been
made, and lt will be no distant date ln
the fuluro when the long, heavy vehlcles
wlll be seen gllding along the company
rails on Seventh Street, maklng Broad
Street thelr terminua In Richmond.
Slnoe Mr. Frank J. Gould acqulred con-

trolllng interest in the eorporatlon tho
^opal ofllclals have been dceply lntercstcd
in' runnins the Petersburg cars Into thls
city. Thls would have beon aocompllshod
some tlme ago had not It boen deeniod
tinsafe to brlng the heavy vehlcles over
the 1'Voe Bridgo.

A NEW STRUCTURE.
It havlng been regarded as unwise and

unsafo to oso the Free Bridge for the
conveyanoe of the heavy Petersburg cars
into the clty, .JJie local dlrectors, Prosl¬
dent Sltterding And d'ther olncials, havo
eeriously considered tho advisabllity of
eroctlng a new and suillclontly atron'gbridgo between Manchcster and Rlch¬
mond.
Tho ongineors of the company surveyed

many proposed roubes, but havo at last
doclded on a spot wltich It ts thought la
yulte odvantageous and will (111 tho blll
ln a fltting manner. Tho englnoers havo
been greatly lmpnessed with the abut-
monts of a proposed now dum across the
rlver, and on Uieso estlmutes havo been
made.
As wlll bo remeniibered, thore are on

eaeh slde of Uio rlver abutments for a
new dam ovor tho James. Th'ese are lo-
cated la the viclalty of Seventh Street,not a grea.t distaace from tho presentFreo BTidgo. It has been osoertalned that
each would atford an excellent bridge
loundation, thelr Btablllty bojng ciultu
BUfflcicnt to aupport a atructure of tho
most roodern and impuslng type.

lt ls understood that' the company ls
inwstlgatlng tho purcha«o of Uicso abut¬
ments with an Idea. in view to ereotihg a
new bridgo on them. At any rate, u
number 02! vlsits havo beon made to tho
t'loco by olllcliUs, and all aro well ini-
l>ressed with them.

NOTHING 1>EBTNTTE.
But as yet the directors havo decided

upon nothing dennltoly, and it may t>e
that the new brtdgo wlll not materlallzo.
lL Is sald that a projiositlon has beon
made to the car company to purchaae
Mayo's Brldge, at the luot of l<'ouru;outh

(Sportal to Tlie Tlmes-Slanatch.)SDINBURGH, February M..The Hlgh
Court to-day awarded tho SJanish Gov-
crnment £G7,000 damages agalnst the
Clydcbank Shlpbulldlng and Engineering
Company for falling to dollvcr four tor-
pedo boat destroyers on timo. Those
boats should have been dellvered beforo
the outbreak of the Spanlsh-Amorican
war, and tho Spanlsh Govcrnment al-
loged that the falluro to furnlsh the boats
was a serlous dlsadvantago to lt In the
naval battlej.
The Judgo, L,ord Kyllachy, Bald lt was

probable that If the Spanlsh Govcrn¬
ment had, In tho spring of 1S97, been In
a posltlon to ostabllsh a really effectlve
blockado of tho coast of Cuba agalnst
the unloadlng of munltions of war, tho
lnsurroctlon might havo been crushed and
Amerlcan intervention avolded, He
tliought that Spaln's claim of £500 per
week for the 130 weoks' delay in tho do-
livery of the boats was not exorbltant.

C0MBIMAT10W
Regarded as Important Step
In Southern Development

NEW WORKING CAPITAL

lt Will Enable tho Southern Mllls to Bo
Operated Under Modern Economlo
Conditlons, and Wlll Opon to
Them World's Money Market,

CSpsclnl to Tho lliaon-Dlupatob.)
BALT1MOREJ, MB., Fobruary 19.-A

ooTroBpondont of tho Manufocturers' Roc-
ord, wrlUng from Now York, glves eomo
dotnlls regardlng tho Southorn cotton mlll
comblnatlon. Thls has been organizod on

tho busis of $0,000,000 of bonds, $7,000,000
of preferred and $7,000,000 of common

stock, and at present lncludes about sev-

enty mllls, but the plan of organizatlon ls
rrnde sufllclently elasllc to provldo tho
money to take in a largo nunvbor of ad-
dltlonal mllls, a good many of whlch
aro now under investigation.1' Tho com¬

pany wlll havo $2,000,000 cosh ln lta troas-
ury, and contemplatcs tlho eslabllshmont
of flnishlng plants nnd tho handllng of
the entlre business on such a basls as to
reduce the cost of productlon and the
markotlng of cotton goods as much as

posslble, thus oliminatlng many of tlie
expenses whlch havo heretoforo burdencd
ndlls that lacked ainplo worklng capltnl,
As thls comblnatlon puts about $0,000,000
of fresh capltal into the cotton mlll In-
terests of tho South, and nt tlho samo
tlme leavos the control of tho mllls in
Southern hands, it ls regarded by many
as one of tho most Important steps which
havo beon takon In tho broadenlng of tho
textlle development of tho South.

MODBRN ECONOM1CS.
Tho Manufacturcrs' Repord's corro-

spondent, rcferrlng to thls, snys:
"From a commerclnl nnd Industrlal polnt

of vlew; thls merger may bo considered
the most Important Southern transactlon
thnt Ihas up to thls tlmo been closed. lt
nienns tho romoval of some of the main
obiUnolcs ln the way of prolltable cotton
manufacture in the cotton-growlng coun¬
try; It moans the lntroductibn of modern
economlcal methods, access to the world's
money markets, as wcll as labor-savlng
nnd money-saving mechanlsm, reaching
tho world's cotton goods markets, and,
what is of more importance, ability to
employ the best business talent afforded
by the world's best bralns markets. Ev-
etyono nt nll famtllar with the hlstory of
cotton splnnlng of the South knows thnt
the greatest difhculty that many South¬
ern cotton mllls have had, to contond with
has been lack of worklng capltal. Many
mllls that on tholr morits were entltlod
to^nll credlt they requlred ln buylng raw
nmterinl and carrylng stock have boen un-
nblo to obtaln it excopt at cxorbltant
ratos of intorost, by roason of remoteness
from tho money centers, and another grent
difflculty has been that in hard times
the Isolatod mllls were ahsolutely at tho
mercy of the middlemen ln Andlng a
market for thelr output.

AJ5VANTAGB OF POS1TION1'
"That tho Southern mllls; Oiandtcapped

by nll thoso difflcultles, have, with fow
exeeptlons. been ablo to pay dlvldonds, is
a domonstration of tho exteni of these
hherent and Inalienable advantages which
nntural conditlons vouchsafe. While thls
flrst Important stop ln tho modernization
of Southorn Industrlal methods wlll brlnghlghly bonedclal results to the stocklhold-
ers of tho mllls lnvolvcd, lt will'.at the
samo tlmo not be wlthout bcneflotal re¬
sults to cotton growers ln the viclnityof tho mills nffected by thls consnlidntion,for it koos wlthout saylng thnt when the
I'.n.il balnnce Is struck overy charge uponcotton nnd its products falls largely; if
not wholly, on the grower. Therofore,
every savlng inurcs ln greater or less de-
grce to tho grower's beneflt."Tho flnanclal plan is very simple. One
of its foatures will bo to add several mll-lion dpllans, all Immedlately avallablo, totho worklng capltal of tlho mllls con-
cerned. Thls wlll como into the Southfrcm Now York and other Northern cltlesleavlng tho pTfoperties Intact and in ac-
tn.-tl possesslon of the orlginal owners,who wlll continue to control tho majorityof tho compnny's securitles. A strongtinderwritlng syndicato, in whlch may befound names that nre seldom found ont-sldo of the vory largost onterprises, stnndspledgod to provlde all the cash requlredln perfecting the organizatlon."

countles. Tho "Wayno county flcld and
tho Bob's Bar field havo been produclngoll steadlly for somo tlmo, and, con-
acnuently, theae sections hnvo been
proven. Thcso two dovolopmonts havo
yleJded up to clato IKO.OOO barrels of cvtido
oll, whlch ls In stornge tnnka at Soni-
erset awaltlng the oomplotion of tho trialn
pipo llne. Noarly ono hundred wells
hnvo been drllled ln both scctlons with
capaoitlea ranglns from ten to two hun¬
dred barrels dally. Tho Knox county
flold haa mado moro rapid strldos than
any other in the Stnte.
